When she was about 
eighteen years old, however, her fa¬ 
ther, a cotton manufacturer of consid¬ 
erable wealth, lost every penny of his 
fortune. The teaching bad to be con¬ 
tinued, and it was twelve years later 
before Miss Anthony gave up this line 
of work for the one which has made 
her so well known all over tbe world. 
She was teaching away from, home 
when the first woman’s rights conven¬ 
tion was called at Rochester. Later 
she became interested in Its cause and 
has ever since been Its most ardent 
supporter. In 1852 she aided In or¬ 
ganizing the first State Woman’s Tem¬ 
perance society (New York). She be¬ 
came active during the civil war in 
antislavery and woman’s rights work 
•arid was secretary of the Woman’s Na¬ 
tional Loyal league. During tbe early 
discussions on the woman’s property 
right bills Miss Anthony personally 
circulated hundreds of petitions, both 
civil and political, traveling through 
the State in all sorts of weather and in 
all sorts of vehicles—sometimes even 
tramping on foot—and often meeting 
With most discouraging, even Insult¬ 
ing, rebuffs. In 18GS she founded ’a 
women's rights paper, the Revolution, 
and managed It for several years, 

There is scarcely a state in the Un¬ 
ion where Miss Anthony has not work¬ 
ed, and she has lectured widely both In 
America and England. Since 18G9 she 
has been granted a hearing before com¬ 
mittees of every congress. During the 
thirty-four years of the existence of 
the National Woman Suffrage associa¬ 
tion she has held high offices and is 
now president of that organization, 
Her contributions to leading maga¬ 
zines have been many. With Mrs. 
Elizabeth Cady Stanton find Mrs. Ma¬ 
tilda Joslyn Gage she is joint author 
of a three volume work, “The History 
of Woman Suffrage,”

Where They Hide and How They 
JIunage to Get Food. 

Owls are much commoner in winter 
than one is led to believe by the occa¬ 
sional specimens which are seen abroad 
in the daytime. If we searched the 
hollow trees systematically any morn¬ 
ing, we should, probably discover sever¬ 
al screech owls and perhaps some of 
the larger,species. We might be sur¬ 
prised to find some of the screech owls 
red and others gray, and, like the ear¬ 
ly ornithologists, we might conclude 
that the difference in color was due to 
difference in ‘ age or sex, It is now 
known that there are two distinct color 
phases of this species not dependent on 
either age or sex, though just what 
they are dependent on is not yet known. 

Wheq taken from theif retreats -in 
winter, these birds, frequently feign 
death, shutting their eyes and lying 
perfectly still in the hand. By and by, 
when they find that their little rusu 
does not succeed, they will snap their i 
bills and bite and scratch in a solemn 
but very effective manner. How they 
manage to get enough to eat on the 
dark, cold nights is a mystery to those 
unacquainted with the woods; but, as 
a matter of fact, there is more prey 
abroad on winter nights than is gener¬ 
ally , supposed.. Wild, mice are very nu¬ 
merous, a fact which, is attested by j 
their footprints on the newly fallen 
snow, and owls are most expert mouse 
catchers. Their hearing is so acute 
that not a squeak escapes them, and 
they themselves are so soft on the wing 
that they do not alarm the game.—Wo¬ 
man's Home Companion.

This 
will .destroy the adults as well as ; the 
larvae and thus prevent further breed¬ 
ing. For dogs a 3 per cent solution 
should be used; for cats a 2 per centJ 
solution, as the fur is more sensitive 
and the hair finer and will hold thfe so¬ 
lution longer, .? 

How to JlIaL:e tlie Solution; ''

at any drugstore as a blackish brown 
liquid, costing about 25 cents a pint.
